Nearly IOO stills have been raid­ 
ed by the police. 
Making contraband rum is easy and 
cheup, and the profit is great. 
All 
that’s needed is a rude still and a sup­ 
ply of molasses, always plentiful. 
The 
rum hounds will pay from $2 to $3 for 
a small bottle of the stufF. 
The risk of a fine of from $25 to $100 
Is no barrier to the native who would 
gather quick and easy money. 
While the San Juan pollee chief was 
preparing a list of 35 stills that had 
been seized since the first of the year, 
reports came in of the seizure of as 
many more.

young owner $250. 
They weighed

The sow 
was bred again for a fall litter of 
pigs, nine being farrowed and sax'ed. 
These were sold for breeding stock 
on the market and brought Walter 
$455. Only recently his sow farrow­ 
ed ten fine pius which he values at 
$25 each now and the sow worth all 
of them. 
As a result of his two 
years of club xvork, if W alter were 
to sell out to-day, lie would havre 
cleared in the neighborhood of $1200.

BUMPER GRASSHOPPER CROP 
PREDICTED; HOW TO STOP EM 


Lafayette, Ind., June 16.— Pros­ 
pects Tor a bumper 
crop of grass­ 
hoppers xvere never better according 
to entomologists at Purdue Univer­ 
sity, and already the pests are show­ 
ing up in 
W ells, 
Hancock, Shelby 
and other counties of the state. Last 
season 
they 
ruined 
hundreds 
of 
fields of clover, alfalfa and of corn 
by -tripping the stalks of everything 
except the tassels. 
They may bo controlled by the use 
of poison bran bait or the big liop- 


Lalayette, bid., June IG— “ Results 
of the ‘rat day’ drive are just begin­ 
ning to be noticed, judging from re­ 
torts we are receiving from through­ 
out thq -tate," said W. Q. hitch, as- 
-istant secretary of the Indiana Com­ 
mittee on Food Production and C o n ­ 
servation, who was in 
rat drive. 
We not only have retorts of thous­ 
and- of rats being killed throughout 
the -tate, hut druggists say they are 
continuing to sell large quantities of 
rat poison and hardware men report 
an unprecedented sale of metal corn 
cribs and rat traps.” 
Seven thousand rodent- were on 
the Putnam County casualty li-t May 
27, County Agent IL S. Fouls reports. 
Five thousand met their fate in Mar­ 
ion County; 1,500 in Randolph Coun­ 
ty; 5,000 iii Brown County, 2,000 in 
Vermillion County. 
“ One farmer told me that he had 
killed 400 rat- on his place during 
the week starting May 27," 
wrote 
George X. Reed, Warrick County ag­ 
ricultural agent. 
Advice of this sort from all over 
Indiana shows that Rat Day resulted 
iii a great deal of good through the 
killing of the rodents and the saving 
of va-t quantities of food.

cause a loss of $4,000,000 in Indiana 
alone,” said Mr. Filch.

“ Any grain, which xvhen free from 
dockage, contains more than ten per­ 
cent of grain of any kind or kinds 
other than wheat shall not be classi­ 
fied as xxflieat,” reads a section in the 
Federal Grain grading act, which is 
to

enforced 
hereafter 
throughout the country. 
“ This means,” said Mr. Ostrander, 
“ that if a man brings in xvheat which 
shows ten percent of rye or any other 
grain in it after threshing, as much 
of it will, he xviii have to let it go at 
the dealer-’ price. 
All the grain 
xviii be bought according to grade and 
it will be necessary for the owner 
to have less than six percent of rye 
or other gram in his xvheat if he is to 
get what it is xvorth.” 
Tile standardization of grain will 
give the grower who produces oleaji 
wheat a premium for his product and 
the man xvho markets the poorer 
crops xviii he forced to take just what 
such grain i- xvorth. 


In checking up tile records of three 
poultry farms in Fulton County, the 
agricultural agent, L. R. Binding,

SEND HOLSTEINS TO FRANCE 


Herd of Pure Breds and G rades Pur­ 
chased by French Com m ission 
to Be Sent Over. 


(Prepared by the United States D ep art­ 
m ent of A griculture.) 
American dairy onttle are to follow 
American soldiers to France. 
One 
hundred and four IIolstein-Frlesian 
cows— 42 pure breds and 62 grades— 
and four pure-bred bulls are to leave 
this country shortly on a specially 
equipped transport. “Passports” have 
been issued to Havre, France, and from 
there the cattle will be sent to de­ 
vastated districts where they will do 
their bit in bringing back health and 
happiness to the children of those re­ 
gions. 
The cattle wTere purchased by 
the French high commission, and at 
the commission’s request dairy spe­ 
cialists of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture assisted jn select­ 
ing the animals. 
Efforts were made to collect the ani­ 
mals from herds believed to be free 
from 
contagious disease, 
especially 
tuberculosis. 
Of the entire number of cattle se­ 
lected from 42 herds ,a very low per­ 
centage reacted to the tuberculin test. 
Special efforts were made to select 
only well-grown, large, strong animals, 
of good conformation, which showed 
evidences of b“cnming large milk pro­ 
ducers. 
In age they varied from two 
to four and one-half years, so that a 
long period of usefulness is ahead. All 
were due to freshen soon after arrival 
in France, so that milk will be avail­ 
able at once. 
I 
The animals were shipped from the 
assembling points by express to New 
York, where they nre to be loaded on 
a specially equipped transport. To in­

ocean voyage, a dairy expert of the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture will accompany the shipment.

A hen, in order to be classed as a 
genuinely good one, should be equally 
capable of going In the show ring and 
taking a ribbon or of going on the yard 
and making a record as a layer. 
And 
the breeder, in order to get the advan­ 
tage of the best and broadest markets, 
must breed for a combination of util­ 
ity and standard quality instead of 
following 
tile 
tendency 
to 
become 
either a fancier or a utility breeder. 
That Is the advice of Rob R. Slocum, a 
poultry specialist of the United States 
department of agriculture, and it is 
based largely on results obtained on 
the poultry farm of the department at 
Beltsville, Md., where many of the ex­ 
hibition males used have 200-egg pro* 
ductlon in their pedigrees. 
“Except in a few more or less iso­ 
lated cases,” says Mr. Slocum, “there 
Is nothing in the standard 
require­ 
ments directly opposed to utility, and 
the buyers during the past few years 
have shown an increasingly insistent 
demand for fowls that have egg-pro­ 
ducing ability back of them.”

This should yield 
ten to fifteen tons to the acre and 
should he ready for feeding from about 
July 15 to August I. An early m atur­ 
ing variety of soy beans planted at the 
rate of thirty pounds to the acre May 
30 will be available for feeding from 
about August I to 20. 
A good north­ 
ern variety of corn planted about the 
middle of May at the 
rate of 
six 
quarts to the acre will become avail­ 
able about August IO and can be fed 
whenever needed. The second crop of 
Sudan grass will be ready to cut about 
August 25 to September I. 
Cow peas 
planted at the rate of five pecks per 
acre about July I may be fed from 
about August 25 to September IO. 
After this time field corn may be used 
at any time. Sorghum crops give good 
results during the late summer. 


Grit is essential to the health of the 
fowls and to economy in feeding. Grit 
takes the place of teeth in preparing 
the feed for further digestion, and is 
required for tho proper preparation of 
food in the gizzard. When the feed Is 
not properly taken care of in this or­ 
gan, an undue strain is thrown on the 
fowl's system, often resulting in dis­ 
ease, and also allowing much of the 
nutriment to pass through the bird’s 
body without being absorbed. In every 
pen or yard a box of grit should be 
kept. Investigators have asserted that 
grit Is a part of the necessary feed, 
giving the fowls strong bones and a 
bright plumage.
